A Careless Turnkey Made a Prisoner 
and His Charge at Large.

Sou months ago a special assessment was 
ordered, with the approval of a majority of 
the property- owners. for the laying of a stone 
sidewalk on Wabash avenue south of Twen- 
ty-second street. This followed the con- 
struction of the new asphalt-biock pave- 
ment, and the purpose was to make Wabash 
avenue as attractive by uniform improve- 
ment as the Michigan boulevard has 
proved to be. The assessment was 
passed by the Council, was confirmed 
in court, has gone into the hands of the tax- 
collector, and has been paid by many per- 
sons.

A SUDDEN FLOP ON THE LICENSE 
QUESTION. 

That the agents of the Whisky League 
charged with the disbursements of the whis- 
ky assessments for the defeat of the reform 
license bill are reaching out in every quarter 
where they can secure influence against the 
measure is attested by the recent flop of a 
daily Chicago newspaper which has hereto- 
fore advocated high license whenever it has 
had anything to say on tne subject. This 
journal has not yet had the temerity to op- 
pose the principles of the bill after having 
given it distinct approval on more than a 
dozen occasions, but it has come out with a 
long tirade in which it advises members of 
the Legisiature not to be “bulldozed” into 
voting for the bill or remaining consistent to 
the votes they have already given for it in its 
preliminary stages. It also predicts the de- 
feat of the reform license bill by reason of 
the “bullying” tactics which it alleges to 
have been used as a means to secure its adop- 
tion. 

The true inwardness of this line of argu- 
ment is plain. It is intended to prepare in 
advance a justification for any members of 
the Legislature who may take their share of 
the whisky corruption fund and go back on 
their records their constituents. After 
doing so wil point to the article in 
question and similar utterances and declare 
that they were not going to submit to the 
„party whip” and the “intimidation” which 
the friends of the bill were using, but that 
they were goaded dy these tactics to vote 
against a bili which they intended originally 
to support. Then they will jingle the coin 
in their pockets and try to persuade them- 
selves that they have deceived the public.

— 000 It follows that IT the pupil 
would knew history he must continue the 
study of the subject after he shall have left 
school. The purpose of the series of lessons | 
instituted by Prof. Poole ts to teach the art of 
studying history. Books are tools, and the 
student who would advance rapidly—nay, 
advance intelligently at all—must know the 
particular tool required to do his work, and 
know how to use it. 

Disconnected seraps of history possess no 
value. For example: it is of little impor- 
tance to the learner to know simply that 
Cesar ruled the Roman Empire for a brief 
period of time, or that Napoleon ruled 
France and conquered nearly all Europe. 
What series of events led to these reigus? 
Why did Cesar and Napoleon reign, and how 
did they reign? These are the questions of 
ptime importance. History is a series of 
links in the chain of civilization and prog- 
ress—material, intellectual, and moral. To 
know the value of one link all the links must 
be studied. History is the story of the 
sequence of events. To know it thoroughly 
is to be able to calculate, proximately, the 
character of future social and political move- 
ments. The aphorism, there is no way of 
judging the future but by the past,” isa 
profoundly philosophic proposition. Hence 
the study of history is the study of studies; 
it includes all others; and it is no less im- 
portant to the man of affairs than to the 
statesman; for the man of affairs must know 
what the statesman will do under given con- 
ditions: and it is only through acquaintance 
with the past that this knowledge can be 
gained. 

Prof. Poole has a shop full of tools, by the 
ald of which a knowledge of the facts of 
history may be obtained. A class composed 
of forty or fifty pupils presents itself and 
proposes to take up the subjeet of Egyptian 
history. The teacher outlines the subject 
briefly, and Prof. Poole exhibits the library 
collection of books relating to the subject, 


‘the ‘standard Cyclopedias, the works of a 


comprehensive character, and finally those 
which treat of the subject in minute detail. 
These books are the tools of the trade of 
history which the student may learn to use 
if he will, and if he has the requisit industry 
he may, through their aid, know ali that has 
been learned of Egyptian history. 

In a familiar lesson Prof. Poole teaches 
the pupils how to use the tools—which to 
take in hand first, when to lay it down and 
take up another, and with what tool the fin- 
ishing touches are to be given the work. A 
few lessons of this character presents the 
library in a new aspect—an aspect of famil- 
iarity—to the student. It is no longer a shop 
full of strange tools. He has learned how to 
handle one set of the tools, and in doing so 
has acquired the art of handling all the rest. 
He feels at home in the library and goes 
there frequently. In the month of April, 
1883. there were twice as many readers at the 
reference tables us there were in April, 1882. 
This statistical fact shows that practical 
teaching possesses rare attractions for the 
pupil. He atonce comprehends the differ- 
ence between the school system of teaching 
isolated facts and the library system of teach- 
ing logically connected facts. The former 
tires and bores him; the latter interests and 
stimulates a desire for knowledge. But this 
is not all. The library method will react 
upon the fraternity of teachers. They will 
note the fact that the pupils manifest a deeper 
interest in the lesson at the library than in 
the lessons at the school proper, and this ob- 
servation will induce them to move in the di- 
rection of more practical methods of teach- 
ing. 

The problem of the hour in regard to 
teaching is, how to suppress cram and smat- 
ter and substitute independent investigation 
in the search after knowledge. In showing 
the high-school pupils how to find facts in 
books Prof. Poole is helping to solve this 
problem, for the boy who has struggled for 
a fact will struggle to make the mof&t of it, 
will think about it, and try to find what rela- 
tion it bears to other facis; and this is prac- 
tical education.

PURE LARD. 

Last Friday’s episode in the lard market 
in this city brings up forcibly before the pub- 
lic a point of great interest, which has been 
nearly lost sight of for two years past. The 
question whether or not lard has been adul- 
terated in a wholesale way is about to be 
passed on by experts. Pending the result of 
that investigation it is not wise to pronounce 
judgment as to the guilt or innocence of the 
parties whose product has been objected to. 
It is, however, Well to call attention to the 
subject of adulteration, which has now be- 
come so common that articles of food, and 
drink, and drugs are systematically produced 
by admixture of the pure material with that 
which is injurious to health. In regard to 
the article now under consideration the vile 
processes of the counterfeiter have been em- 
ployed with especial freedom: The inter- 
views published in Toe Trisune of yester- 
day warrant the inference that its adultera- 
tion has been reduced to a system, which is 
farfrom being confined to parties usually 
regarded as disreputable. The trade gener- 
ally seems to understand that lard is mixed 
with tallow and mutton suet; that it has 
been adulterated with cotton-seed oil till ft 
was found that the mixture will not “keep,” 
and that terra alba, which is only another 
name for “white dirt,“ is a substance used 
for the purpose of 5 the bulk and 
weight of the It has been claimed 
that the last-named. material is only used for 
refining purposes, in the same way as bone- 
black has been employed to clean sugar; but 
the quantities of texra alba that are brought 
into this city aresé Arge as to make it very 
difficult to swallow tat statement without a 
liberal allowance of salt. 

It is only fair to gay that the trade gen- 
erally supposes the packing-house to sin 
rather by omission than by commission. 
The parties who render lard direct fram the 
hog have been credited here with nothing 
worse than tne act of setting apart the leaf 
for separate sale at higher prices, instead of 
“going the whole hog” as regards the lard- 
tank, the latter being required by the rules 
ot our Board of Trade. The greater part of 
tne swindle is understood to be perpetrated 
in the so-called refineries, which started out 
over a dozen years ago with about 10 per 
cent of water, introdticed as steam, and have 
since degenerated fhto the use of stuff at 
which the healthiest stomach would revolt. 
If it should be proved, as a result of this in- 
vestigation, that the packers, or any of them, 
have at last gone futo the same nefarious 
line of busimess it may well be regarded as 
time to call a halt, e though the stopping-

When the free-whisky managers 
therefore appeal to the brewers for contribu- 
tions they may wellanswer: “ Why should 
we contribute to defeat a measure that is fa- 
vorabie to us and our business., and that will 
help to abate your poisonous 40 per cent al- 
cohol blue- ruin and substitute our light and 
almost harmless lager, with but 4 per cent of 
aicohol? We have no interest in your dog- 
geries. The best thing for you to do is to 
shut off selling poison, invest in beer, and 
make no further opposition to the Harper 
License bill. Wehave no more money for 
‘grease.’ The bill does not hurt us. It will 
not diminish our business or our profits. It 
does not interfere with our customers, or 
with any one’s personal rights.” This is the 
way some of the brewers are replying to 
the 

The third assessment comes too late. The 
cheap-whisky men may reluctantly allow 
themselves to be bled again, but it will be 
useless. The brewers and beer-sellers who 
have more money than they, and who have 
heretofore supplied most of the * grease,” 
are satisfied with the situation. If the 
friends of high license, like the cheap-whisky 
managers, stooped to corruption and bribery 
and dishonest uve of money, if there were 
any legitimate way in which money could 
be used to help their measure, the brewers 
would be found ready+to supply grease” for 
the other machine. It does not need it. It

BETTER IRISH PROSPECTS. 

A new era of good feeling and of mutual 
consideration and concession between En- 
gland and Ireland seems to have Degun. The 
period of mutual distrust, of reerimination, 
and of desire for revenge seems to have al- 
most passed. There appears to be a desire 
just now among moderate and sensible men 
on both sides to abandon the policy of hate. 
The personal wordy encounters between in- 
dividuals of the hitherto opposing parties, 
like that between Trevelyan and Harrington 
the other day in the House of Commons, are 
in striking contrast to the general policy, and 
are perhaps but the exceptions that prove the 
rule.

It is the 
pressure of popular sentiment in behalf of 
the public welfare. The measure looks to 
the public weal and that alone. oppo- 
sition, on the other hand, is low., h, and 
corrupt. It has sougut and is still seeking to 
defeat the bill by the use of bribery and by 
prostituting the influences of one party to the 
lowest classes of society—the doggerles, the 
loafers, the bums, the prostitutes, and the 
people wiio hang on the ragged edge of dis- 
sipation and vice. These influences may 
succeed, but if they do it Will be a disgrace 
to the State of Illinois which the people will 
resent, and no member of the Legislature 
can yield to them without risking exposure 
and infamy. If this is bulldozing the re- 
tained organ of the slums and bums can 
make the most of it.

PROF. POOLE’S LIBRARY CLASSES. 

The utilization of the Chicago Public Li- 
brary for the training of public-school pu- 
pils in the study of history is a stepin edu- 
cational reform. Each Saturday morning 
Prof. Poole admits to the library rooms 
the Principal of one of the high-schools with 
his elass in history, when a lesson in the art 
of studying history is given.

in. Transactions are fabulous. It is doubt- 
ful if any of the exchanges show so furious 
a pace as those that deal in oil. The two in 
New York have jp one day bought and sold 
nearly half total amount produced in 
this countryip’a whole year. Taking all the 
exchanges together it is not in the least an 
exaggeration to state that they have dealt 
during the recent excitement in as many bar- 
reis of oil in a single day as the oll regions 
produce in a year. 

The excitement in the Oil Exchange in 
New York City during the last week or two 
is almost beyond the descriptive powers of 
the New York reporters. It recalls nothing 
so much as the fast and furious episodes of 
the old Gold-Room. So exciting has the 
business been of late, says one of the New 
York papers, that the brokers could not 
break off at the end of exchange hours, but 
kept up the gambling hours later. For 
several days the officers of the exchanges 
have been obliged actually to turn 
the persistent brokers out into the street 
and to lock the doors after them. But 
even this determined move did notstop them, 
and they would trade in crowds on the side- 
walk until the police had to interfere and 
warn them to “move on.” Russell Sage, 
who has the same kind of an eye for gam- 
bling that a vulture has for carrion, has en- 
tered the market with his peculiar insurance 
system of “ puts” and “calls,” by which he 
invariably makes whether the boys do so 
or not. Margins are small, fluctuations are 
large and quick, and the amount of informa- 
tion to be had as to the facts of production, 
demand—any of the factors of value—is in- 
finitesimal. What happier combination could 
the crowd in search of something uncertain 
to bet on ask for?

THE THIRD ASSESSMENT FOR GREASE. 
The Springfield managers of the campaign 
for cheap whisky and irresponsible dogger- 
les, bemg out of “grease,” have levied 
another assessment upon the dramshops of 
this city. This is the third assessment that 
has been made to secure the slippery sub- 
stance that lubricates the machinery and 
makes the wheels go round” easier. 
When the first was levied the saloonkeepers 
came merrily up to the scratch and stood the 
assessment manfully, for they had been as- 
sured by the managers that it would not 
require more than one installment of 
“ grease’ to lubricate the ways and make 
everything smooth for the defeat of reformed 
license. The machinery was warranted to 
run without a hitch, and for a very slight ex- 
penditure ; the managers were confident that 
the Harper bili” would never progress be- 
yond its introduction to the Legislature. S0 
the grease was sent, but somehow it 
didn’t lubricate as effectively as was expected, 
and the bill went steadily forward in such 
manner that the managers levied a second 
assessment. The cheap-whisky men did not 
respond with that alacrity and enthusiasm 
which characterized them when they were 
first called upon. They generally paid the 
assessinent, but they grumbled and asked 
some pointed auestlohs, and intimated that 
they were getting peor returns gn their in- 
vestment, and that the “grease”. was not 
working as they hdd been assured it would.

Pope Leo XIII. has been rather busy 
recently with Italian, Belgian, Russian, 
French, and Irish affairs, but it appears he 
has not wholly neglected the affairs of his 
church in America. He will, itis stated on 
rather reliable authority, soon call or con- 
voke a Plenary Council of the Roman Catho- 
lic hierarchy of the United States at New 
York to take into consideration several mat- 
ters of importance regarding the polity of 
the church and its future government, and 
will send a special Embassador.to preside 
over or at least regulate the deliberations of 
that body.

The Market. 

As usual, there was.some difference among 
brokers regarding the condition of the real- 
estate market during the last week, but the 
majority unhesitatingly pronounced it the 
dullest they had experienced this year. A 
Washington street broker who was seen by 
a TRIBUNE reporter said he had not had a 
better week this season. His aggregate 


transactions exceeded those of any previous 
week since the first of the year, our 
look for the future was very bright. Prices 
also showed an improvement, and he was 
convinced that the market would be firmer, 
with higher prices, until the fall trade set in, 
when he would not be surprised if there was 
a boom in ali sorts of property. This broker 
was found to be a noiable exception to the 
rule. All but one or two of the other gentlemen 
seen complained of the dullness of trade and 
of the gluomy outlook for the summer. One 
gentieman thought it was ail well enough 
to talk about an improved market, but he 
could not see from whence it would come. 
The backwardness of warm weather had not 
assisted the growth of crops, and there was 
no good reason for believing that they would 
be up to the average. And, if they should 
turn out all rigtrt, the lack of actual knowl- 
edge regarding their condition at the present 
time would affect all trade until such time 
as the crops were harvested. Fortunately 
for the country, there had been an amicable 
settlement of the differences between iron- 
workers and their employés, but capitalists 
mistrusted the stability of all arrangements 
between capital and labor at this time, and 
were unwilling to let go of their money 
until they could see a brighter fut- 
ure for the entire country.

Tenement-Houses for the Working 
Classes, 

In connection with the report of the Chief 
Inspector of Tenement-Houses it might be 
stated that the working classes increase 
steadily in number by thé demands of our 
growing trade, commerce and manufactur- 
ing interests, while there is no adequate sup- 
ply of tenement houses to shelter them ac- 
cording to the sanitary requirements of the 
Health Department. Eniployment is found 
for great numbers of fresh immigrants, but 
no tenement blocks are erpeted to house them 
decently and comfortably; Middle-class peo- 
ple can move into suburbs because they have 
a greater command over their time than 
workingmen, who must bein their places at 
7 o’clock in the morn and are thereby 
compelled to live no further away from the 
shop than the street-car extensions allow. 
Owners of building-lotS have as yet ignored 
the increasing rate of immigration to Chica- 
go us it relates to people Who have no other 
means but their daily w and cannot at- 
tempt to built at their @wn expense. Most 
structures were ft up 
for middle-class people or 
paid skilled artisans, | while 
masses of those earning common wages 
had to crowd into; the old frame 
dwellings in the older tions of the city 
near the business streets manufacturing 
districts, and had to suff under the mani- 
fold inconveniences of inadequate and faulty 
construction, as is, for instance, painfull 
apparent in parts of the Second and Nint 


ards. 

The Eighth Ward contains about the same 
number of tenement-houses as the Second 
Ward, but the | ward contains in its 
tenement-houses double as many inmates as 
Occupy the tepement-houses of the other 
ward, an account of the tendency of work- 
ingmen to crowd in the apartments which 
are nearest to the places pf employment, in 
order te save car-fare and the inconvenience 
of crossing bridges and losing time in going 
to and coming from work. 

Capitalists have made well-paying invest- 
ments in building flats and apartment houses 
for those who can afford the rents asked for 
such accommodations, with all modern im- 
provements; but the property-owners 
capitalists have as yet failed to provide liv- 
ing accommodations for great masses 
who work for small wages, and who 
must constitute a large part of the 
whole population ot Chicago as a 
centre of manufacture, commerce 
and transportation. Moneyed men seem 
to be afraid to invest their capital in the 
erection of tenement-blocks for poor, be- 
lieving that they might not get a fair return 
on their capital for some time to come. This 
is a false impression, caused by the igno- 
rance of the actual requirements of living 
room demanded for the accommodation of 
the poor. These classes of pee do not re- 
quire much space to live in use they 
have not much furniture and but few house- 
hold goods, and will not pay for any space 
that is not absolutely wanted for the family. 
A tenement-block for poor people could ac- 
commodate a very large number of families 
of the work classes, Decause their hered- 
itary and acquired habits of home-life make 
them satisfied with household arragements 
which save space. 

W. H. Genung, Chief Tenement-Inspector, 
has drawn a pian for a tenement-building 
which will bring a profitable return on the 
invested capital and furnish suitable living- 
rooms at prices which poor N can pay. 
This plan represents a double building, a 
front and rear building on a lot 50 by 125 
feet; the front build to extend 50 by 57 
feet, the rear build 50 by W feet, 
both to be connected by iron bridges on the 
third and fourth floors. The front building 
could accommodate twenty families, the 
rear building six families. very room can 
be provided with windows opening to the 
external air, and every family can have a 
water-supply within its own apartments. 
The water-closets would be wholly detatched 
from the building, but easily accessible to 
each family, The basement is to be used for 
storing fuel for the separate housekeepers, 
and a janitor might keep in said basement a 
general supply store of fuel, groceries, pro- 
visions, no — and other small ware need- 
ed for the dai 4 use of poor people who

ELECTRIC INSULATION.

An Important invention 
ground Wires. 
A Washington special to the New York 
Times gives the details of what promises to 
be an important invention, and one which 
will go far toward solving the question of 
putting electric wires of ail kinds under 
ground, The inventors are M. Bentley and 
W. II. Knight, who were until recently con- 
nected with the Patent-Office. ‘Their efforts 
have been mainly directed toward the prob- 
lem of preventing induction, which occurs 
whenever wires are laid parallel to and near 
one another. For insulation, any one of the 
known methods is adopted, with the impor- 
tant change, however, of allotting a greater 
space to individual wires. They do this 
believing that the usual effort to compress 
the greatest number of wires into the least 
space is a false economy, space being cheaper 
than expensive insulators, and the inductive 
tendency be lessened 
— dielectric between the wires. Mr. 
ntley thus explains the device: Induction 
—We first take advantage of the fact that 
for safety and convenience the electric-light 
circuits are completed of metal, and that the 
return current may be made to neutralize 
the inductive tendency of the direct current. 
We take a conduit of any convenient con- 
struction and run the direct wires of the light 
circuit up along one side of the conduit, and 
the return wires down the opvosit side, the 
direct and return of each circuit being in the 
saine place. Between the two branches of 
the licht circuits we place a second class of 
ground wires, as the telephone wires. 
Each of wires is run for a certain dis- 
tance in parallel proximity to the direct 
then crossed over 


equal 

equal proximity to the return 

wires. Each telephone is thus subject to 
equal and opposit inductive tendencies from 
the light wires, and all induction een 
the two classes is hence neutralized. The 
crossing over of the telephone from one side 
of the conduit to the other takes place at the 
junction boxes, which are preferably situ- 
ated every fifty feet along the line, and ai- 
fords an opportunity for bringing every tele- 
phone wire to a common surface in a syste- 
inatic way for the purpose of testing, mak- 
ing connections, etc. The w as they 
cross, are bent horizontally around a series 
of vertical sticks, so that wires and sticks 
thus woven together make, in fact, a switch- 
board, having the appearance of wicker- 
work, on which every wire out of 1,000 can 
be instantly identified. The number of light 
and telephone wires which can be thus ar- 
ranged is unlimited. If the telephone wires 
are placed half an inch apart, 576 wires can 
be 1— in a square foot, and, if one-quar- 
ter ot an inch apart, 2,304 to the square foot,

After 
several exciting rounds, in which excellent 
science.was displayed on both sides, Mace 
failed to come to time, and acknowledged 
himself badly beaten. Lord Charles won an 
easy victory, and almost without a scratch. 
Herbert Slade, the Maori, who had been 
anxious to have a round or two with 
Beresford, looked on with amazement, as 
the old fighter Mace received the pummelmg 
from his noble opponent. When Lord 
Charles had finished with Mace and had 
received the plaudits of the company he in- 
vited Slade to take a turn, but the 
Maori, warned by the wo-begone appearance 
of Mace, refused to enter the ring or risk 
any encounter with Lord Charles. Mace 
took his defeat quietly. The Maori. was 
much chagrined at the, result of the fight. 
He had counted on getting some reputation 
in England, and his backing down at the 
first challenge is regarded with suspicion. It 
is now known that Lord Charies had 
intimated to his Royal Highness that an En- 
glish gentleman could always whip a pro- 
fessional fighter, ana that he had expressed 
a determination to meet Jem Mace and the 
Maori giant at the first opportunity. 

[At the bombardment of the City of Alex- 
audria, July II. 1882, Lord Charies Beresford 
commanded the gunboat Condor. which ran 
within 1.200 yards of Marabout Fort, a single 
shot from which would have sunk the boat, and 
pefore whe signal was given to cease 
firing the Condor had i silenced three 
great guns in the fort. Admiral Seymour 
signaled: * Well done, Condor.“

Lonpon, June 2.—[Special Cabie.}—The 
private conference of the Liberal party 
Tuesday was attended by only a minority of 
the House of Commons, and Mr. Glad- 
stone’s statement of the intentions of 
the Government revealed no very hope- 
ful plan. It was equivalent to a 
confession of the complete failure of 
the new rules and of the schemeof grand 
committees, and a virtual abandonment of 
some important measures to which the Gov- 
ernment was pledged. It was an appeal in 
the interests of the. public busi- 
ness, and it Will probably de 
in some successful, but only 
because the Op i has no leader compe- 
tent to take advantage of the opportunity. 
The irritation of the Conservatives at their 
own helplesness knows no bounds, and they 
wish that they only had Disraeli back 
for a single hour. Reform in the House has 
turned into organized confusion, the 
machinery of legislation will not carry its 
burdens, and the Government is powerless in 
the presence of an Opposition unworthy of 
the name. in the meantime the excitement 
in both parties is rapidly increasing, and an 
impulse may be given to the tactics 
of either on the earliet issue 
that is tried in the House, which will pre- 
cipitate a final crisis. It would look asif the 
duration of Parliament were practically in 
the hands of Mr. Parnell. 

MADAGASCAR. 

The news today from Madagascar occa- 
sions surprise in London. It was not ex- 
vected that the French would bombard the 
ports in the northwest, involving, as it has, 
the wanton destruction of the property of 
foreigners. 

THE POPE. 


The Papal circular is not being received 
very seriously in Ireland, even by the clergy. 
Archbishop Croke says the Pope is quite 
satisfied with the effect it has had, and the 
Nationalists point to the growth of the Par- 
neli fund, and say that they are satisfied too. 
The impression which it produced at first 
upon the religious mass of the peo- 
ple has disappeared before the argument 
that the Pope fell a victim to English malig- 
nity. The Vatican is probably the real suf- 
ferer. Its opposition to the Parnell move- 
ment isin no way half-hearted, and has re- 
sulted so far in effecting nothing in Ireland, 
and only in inspiring mistrust in England.

— The 
trial of the prisoners in the dynamite con- 
spiracy has been fixed for June 11. Every 
precaution had been adopted to keep it se- 
cret that they would be arraigned Thursday, 
but the knowledge of the fact 
leaked out, and crowds assembled at 
the approaches to the court and 
awaited the arrival of the Black Maria, as 
the prison van is vulgarly known, with the Im- 
posing escort of mounted police with drawn 
swords conspicuously displayed, and re- 
volvers. The usual free access of 
the public to court was suspended. 
Even the lawyers, except those 
engaged, had difficulty in obtaining 
entrance. The court, however, was densely 
crowded with bewigged gentlemen, report- 


| ers, and favored spectators, including a few. 


The case aroused so intense feeling 
in the audience that the late arrival of the 
Judge caused a whispered expres- 
sion of fear that he might 
have been stopped by conspirators. 
The prisoners were formally indicted for 
conspiracy to murder, and conspiracy to de- 
stroy public buildings, and conspiracy against 
the Queen. The three indictments were of 
portentous length. The prisoners were sep- 
arately called upon to plead to each.

PHENIX PARK. 
THE FOURTH ACT OF EXPIATION. 

Dunz, June 2—Thomas Caffrey, the 
fourth of the Phenix Park murderers, was 
hanged at Kilmainham Jail at 8 o’clock this 
morning. 

During the farewell interview with his 
mother yesterday, Caffrey broke down com- 
pletely. 

The crowd outside the prison this morning 
numbered only about fifty persons. Among 
these were the mother and brother of the 
prisoner, and a woman who had been present 
at all the executions of the men convicted of 
the murder of Cavendish and Burke and who: 
prayed for the condemned men. 

Caffrey was composed on the scaffold. 
Death was instantaneous. 

Caffrey wrote a letter to his mother last 
evening in which he said: “1 hope you will 
never have cause to blush for my name. As 
Iam paying the penalty of my crime in this 
worid, I hope I won’t have to suffer for it in 
the next.” 

| When Thomas Caffrey came before the court 
the 2d of May his doom was sealed nearly as 
quickly as had been the fate of Cavendish and 
Burke a year before. The trial lasted but forty 
minutes.

THE LETTER TO SEORETARY FOLGER. 

Following is the copy of the letter from 
Crane Brothers to Secretary Folger, referred 
to in the preceding communication. 

CHICAGO, April 17.—To the Hon. C. J. Folger, 
Secretary the Treasury—Dear Sin: In the

The matter was then brought fo the at- 
tention of Secretary Sherman, who ordered au 
investigation, and who stated upon the report 
made that but for the fact that be bad promised 
to have the court-room ready for ocoupancy at 
a certain time he would cause the whole matter 
to be reopened and pew bids made. We charge 
thai Hill, the Government architect, made mis- 
representation to Secretary Sherman regarding 
the delay that would be occasioned by baving 
new bids made; and that, in fact, the rooms 
were not ready for the elevators for many 
months subsequent to the time named. In the 
opinion passed upon the report by Secretary 
Sherman de stated that but for the delay— 
io this case a serious one—I would set aside 
the award. Further assurances were giveu this 
company that for any future wants by the Gov- 
ernment of elevators, full and fair opportunity 
sbould be afforded us to compete for such 
work. Since that date (1879) we have had no 
advice or opportunity to compete for such 
work for the Treasury Department, akhbough 
we are advised that a large number of elevators 
had been coutracted for for that department.

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DEPARTMENTAL GOSSIP. 
SMALLER ITEMS GATHERED YESTERDAY IN 
THE BUREAUS. 

The Postmaster-Genéral denies that he in- 
tends to remove the clerks of advanced age in 
the Post-Office Department, one ot whom has 
been in continuous service for more than half a 
century, and several of whom have been there 
more a quarter of a centary continuously. 

The Secretary of the Interior has appointed 
the following Assistant Superintendents of the 
Yellowstone National Park: William Cannon, of 
Indiana; G. L. Henderson and William Cham- 
bers, of Iowa: B. H. Bawyer, of Minnesota; J. W. 
Weimer, of Kansas; Derreii McGowan, of Pean- 
sylvania; Bamond L. Fish, of New York; an 
James H. Dean, of Maryland. 

Postmaster-General Gresham issued the 
following general order: Postmasters at first 
and second class offices will hereafter give per- 
sonal attention to the business of their offices 
and not absent themselves therefrom without 
authority granted upon written application to 
this department.

INSIDE POINTS ON THE EFFORT TO OIL IT 
IP. 


UP. 

New York, Jane 2.—[Special.]—A gentle- 
man who is vouched for as an „insider,“ 
and who, while not now holding office, was 
not long since one of the leading lights in 
the Republican party in this State, has been 
interviewed here upon the scheme for reor- 
ganizing the forces lu this city which is just 
now occupying the minds of politicians. His 
acquaintance with the President and other 
prominent Republicans is most intimate, and 
he is in direct communication with those 
who for weeks have been trying to reorganize 
the party in this city, 1 am out ot poli- 
tics, you know,” said he, “and, Owing to 
the ups and downs of the profession, I am 
one of the outs.“ If I should answer one or 
two questions I want it understood my name 
shall not be used. I am attending to private 
business now, and 1 don’t want to have it 
known that I still take a lingering interest 
in politics.” 

e then went on to discuss how the plan 
for reorganization came abeut, and who 
were behind it. Notonly was President Ar- 
thur one of the parties, but also Ex-Gov. 
Cornell and Mr. John J. O'Brien. 

“These three interests,’ he sald, are 
professedly anxious to reorganize the party, 
r their motives are as various, per- 
haps should. say as selfish, as have ever 
marked a political movement.” The first 

rties to suggest the reorganization, aecord- 
ng to, this gentleman, were White- 
jaw Reid, George Jones, and one 
or two other Republican editors, who 
are fighting the machine.” But not 
one of these gentlemen, he says, even sug- 
gested how to abolish the evils which they 
conceived to be inseparable from the ma- 
ehine; The could wreck the temple in which 
they had been taught, but not one of them 
was able to build on the ruins.

The latter hates O’Brien, Bigliu, 
McCord, and the rest of the gang, and would 
like to reorganize the party se as to leave 
them out, and yet he is responsible for the 
machine’s continuance th power, for he de- 
feated a scheme to reorganize the party a 
ſew years ago. You can see how compli- 
eated a fight is going on, and you will under- 
stand the difliculty of predicting what will 
come of it. Cornell wants to control, and 
neither the President nor Mr. Bliss wants 
him to succeed, 


CONKLING. 


Standing silently in the background is u 
man who, if he won't. could have any com- 
mand he should choose to give obeyed. I 
mean ex-Senator Conkling. The machine 
men are always regretting he is not in 
President Arthur’s pi for would he not 
take care ofthem?

A LECTURE, 
DELIVERED TO A TOLERABLY TOUGH AU- 
DIENCE BY CAPT. DOUGHERTY. 

Demine, N. M., June 2.~{Special.|—Gen. 
Crook’s foresight in sending Capt. W. E. 
Dougherty back to the command of Fort 
Apaché at the last moment before the march 
southward began cannot be too highly ex- 
tolled. The seed-grain troubles among the 
White Mountain Indians thereabouts have 
apparently been satisfactorily settled by the 
Captain, who has had the codperation of 
Agent Willeox. The latter has been ham- 
pered by red tape from Washington and by 
the difficulty in supplying rations at such a 
distance from the agency, but the situation 
was getting desperate, and Dougherty pro- 
cured orders from department headquarters 
which have resulted in the detail of 
Lieut. Davis, Third Cavalry, who was in- 
structed to perfect measures for supplying 
tne Indians with rations while their crops 
were growing. This has been arranged, a 
council held, and the Indians are apparently 
satisfied. Dougherty teld them that they 
were only permitted to remain and plant in 
the White Mountains by Crook’s request, 
and that, if they did not change their de- 
meanor and behave themselves their removal 
from the Territory would eertainly follow, 
and that this was their last chance to secure 
themselves in the possession of their 
homes; that he would hold the 
tribe résponsible for all depredations 
and inflict swift punishment if any were 
committed. One old Chief said that he could 
not control the malcontents. Dougherty 
answered: I will not interfere if you do 
right, and will hoid your families responsible 
for any wrong done. If you have bad men 
that you can’t control in the tri ou had 
better kill them at once, or roe will get no 
peace. Crook will be back soon, and you 
all know what his verigeance and 
if you want to live here and grow your 
crops you must give me assurance of 
our .peaceable intentions.“ Some of the 
black sheep were present at the council, and 
were overwhelmed with surprise at ep 
erty's radical measures, and to find that his 
advice for their slaughter was heartily 
seconded by the older Chiefs. The oldest 
Chief then said publicly that if he counte- 
nanced n — any project to make war he 
hoped some Indian would shoot him, 
and that he would not forget the Captain's 
injunction himself as to the other Indians. 
The council broke up after arrangmg for 
to bring rations twice a month from 
arlos, and Dougherty agreeing

LED AWAY BY MORMONS. 


The Wives of Citizens of North Carolina 
Desert Their Husbands at the Instance 
of Mormon Missiconaries—Iniquitous 
Practices. 

RALEIdn, N. C., June 2—Speclal.I— A 
few years ago Mormon missionaries, as they 
term themselves, first appeared in this State, 
in the wild section between the Blue Ridge 
Mountains and the Tennessee line, and con- 
ducted their work, devoting themseives 
to converting ignorant women to their 
faith. People got wind of their presence, 
and of their dreadful practices, and the mis- 
sionaries were whipped almost to death and 
driven over the border into South Carolina. 
Last autumn two returned to the same coun- 
ty and worked in a queer, almost mysterious, 
manner, making converts. TWo weeks ago 
other Mormon preachers to the number 
of fifteen joined them and a more earnest 
prosecution of work begun. The Mormons be- 
came more open in preaching their doctrine 
and broke up a congregation of the Baptist 
Church. making proselytes of neariy ali 
members. Attention has been directed to 
the practices, which are barbarous and shock- 
ingly indecent. All women who become con- 
verts have first to be baptized. The rite is 
administered at nigut in streams or ponds, 
the women being in astate of absolute nudity.

THE BRATTLEBORO STAMP. 

A few weeks ago a local stamp issued by the 
Post-Olfice of Brattleboro, Vt., in 1846, soid for 
$200 in New York. The story of these stamps 
may be brietly told. The United States 
Government tirst issued stamps July 1, 

In 1846 several Postmasters issued 

stamps for tneir own convenience 
and the accommodation of the people, among 
them being F. N. Palmer, the Brattieboro Post- 
master. At the end of a quarter of a century, 
when the stamp-craze grew to paying propor- 
tions, the engraver was discovered in Spring- 
fieid, Vt., and found to be possessed of seven of 
the stamps. These be was induced to part with 
at 7 cents each. The purchaser sold six of 
them at $5 each, and one, bearma the engrav- 
er's name, at $100, the latter being recently soid 
toa New York stamp-dealer for $200. The New 
York Times was rash enough to venture a harsh 
criticism regard the wisdom of this pur- 
chase, and has as à consequence been pretty 
roundly abused by alli the phbilatelic publications 
of recent issue. The face value of the Brattie- 
boro stamp was five cents. The St. Louis Post- 
master issued stainps about the same time, but 
for a longer period, consequentiy they are not 
sorare. A Chi philatelist one of 
them which he values at $25. In 1876 a cvileo- 
tion ot stamps was sold in London for £8,000, and 
another was sold in Paris last year for 40,000 
francs. A New York banker has an album of 
stamps valued at $30,000, and other private par- 
ties are known to have vaiuable collections.

GINGER. 


Seventeen samples were examined, of which 
niue were pure. A long list of substances are 
mentioned by different authorities as aduiter- 
ante for ginger, among which may be named 
wheat tlour, corn-meal, cayeoue pepper, mus- 
tard husks, ground rice, etc. In two samples I 
fouud mustard husks, in two mustard busks and 
flour, and in four flour. Several of the samples 
containing adulteration were stronger than oth- 
ers found to be pure, but ground from poor 
stock. There are, of course, great differences 
in gimger, asin everything else, and two sam- 
pies perfectly pure may differ from each other 
in polat of strength and fla vor as widely as the 
cheapest Rio differs from finest Java or 
Mocha. Often when one imagines he is dealing 
witi an adulterated article he may have some- 
thing absolutely pure, but naturally weak, and 
this is true of all spices. 


PEPPER. 


Eighteen samples were examined. Of these, 
seven were found all right. The commonest 
adulterauon in the others seemed to be mixture 
of pea, wheat, and oat flour. In some cases 
only one of these substances was present. One 
sample was very filthy, and seemed to be real 
P. D. (pepper dust)—i. e., sweepings from pep- 
per warehuuses. 

MUSTARD. 


Eight samples were examined, of which three 
were found perfectly pure. The other tive con- 
tained flour, and three of them were colored 
with turmeric. Many persons, consumers as 
well as manufacturers, claim that the addition 
of starch or four to mustard should not be con- 
sidered an aduiteration, as the pure article pos- 
seysesa bitter taste which is concealed by the 
presence of such substance.

Cinnamon bark 
is twice as dear as cassia bark, but as the 
we buy is sold at the cassia price no fraud in 
this particular can be complained of. As far as 
1 know, only one mill in the city sends this spice 
out vader its true name. I bave exam 
twelve samples of cassia, of whieh nine were 
frée from admixture. Two of the aduiterated 
samples contained cocoanut-sbelis and one cay- 
enone pepper. Of the nine pure samples not 
more than four were really good articles, the 
others being poorly ground from thick, taste- 
jess. bark. Aduiteration in this line is bardiy 
necessary. as poor des of cassia can be 
bought about as cheaply as the mixtures.

Between 6 and 8 in the morning eighteen mails 
arrive here from thé North, South, East, and 
West. Of the thirty distributers only twenty- 
four are employed in the daytime, and it is ut- 
terly impossible for them to bandie ali the mat- 
ter with dispatch. Occasionally if the mail is 
light they get the letters into the hands of the 
carriers for their second trip, but, as a rule, the 
carriers do not receive the mail until their third 
or noon trip. Seven more distributers are need- 
ed. Application has been made to the depart- 
ment for them, and the subject is now under 
consideration, the indications pointing to an in- 
crease of the force in July.]

The Memorial of the Bar Association

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Discussion Over the Settlement of Dead- 
Freight Balances—Changes in 
Maniteba Rates. 


East-Bound Freight Business Vontin- 
ues Unusually Dull—Peor Crop Pros- 


pects, ~ 

Tnere is but little change in the situation 
as far as east-bound freight business is con- 
cerned, shipments continuing unsually light. 
There was a slight increase in the shipments 
of grain all-rall, but shipments are always 
heavier at the end of the month, because set- 
tlements in the East have to be made, and 
this business must go by all-rail, The flour 
as well as the provision shipments have de- 
creased during the last week, and this week 
grain shipments will no doubt also show a 
decrease. There is but little grain coming 
here from the West at present, asfarmers are 


not anxious to sell at present, thinking that 


on account of the poor crop prospects they 
will be able to secure better prices later in the 
season. Although itis yet too early to predict 
how the crops will come out this season, yet 
there are kreat fears expressed that this will 
prove a poor year. The weather thus far 
this season has been exceptionally cold and 
wet, and in many places the corn that has 
been planted has rotted and new seed will 
have to be put in. In order to have this 
late-sown corn mature wg tog warm 
and dry weather is required from this time 
until cold weather sets in. Should the cold 
and wet weather continue for a while longer 
the corn crop in Lllinois and lowa will 
surely prove a failure, The indications for 
a good spring-wheat crop are fair, but the 
winter-wheat cropfwill certainly fall short 
of an average, as much of it has been 
winter-killed. As a consequence the 
railroad managers feel very bine, 
as with poor crops many o 
the lines will be unable to get enough 

to make both ends meet. Even 


ends, as the business is io be divided among 
a larger number ot roads. 
The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
rovisions by the various roads leading East 
rom this city (excepting the Chicago & At- 
lantic) for the week ending June 2 amounted 
to 22,348 tons, against 20,657 tons for the week 
previous. .The total shipments for the corre- 
sponding week last year were 19,409 tons.

Interesting Discussion Regarding 
Money Setilemeuts of Baiances in Chi- 
cazo Division of Traffic. 

It appears from the official report of the 
proceedings of the Chicago Committee of 
the Joint Executive Committee, heid in New 
York May 17, just received by the General 
Managers, that quite an interesting discus- 
sion regarding the settlement of balances in 
the Chicago dead-freight division accruing 
since March 13, 1882, as well as the settle- 

nt of balances from June 9, 1879, to March 
1882, took place. 

At the request of Commissioner Fink each 
member defined his position, stating what he 
desired and what he would concede, in or- 
der that a settlement might be reached. 

Mr. Ledyard, President of the Michigan 
Central, stated that he was prepared to and 
would recommend that his company make a 
money settlement up to Dec. 1, 1882: that he 
desired to see the figures representing the 
tonnage carried by the Grand Trunk after 
that time east of Detroit which that road re- 
ceived from the Michigan Central out of 
Chicago before he was willing to 
agree to a settlement for the re- 
maining period; that if the Grand Trunk 
had carried more than the 4 per cent of the 
Michigan Central business allotted to them, 
he was of the opinion that the Grand Trunk 
should put whatever excess they may have 
carried into the division; that he did not 
think, if the Grand Trunk had carried 7 per 
cent, the Michigan Central should be obliged 
to put 3 per cent into the division when they 
had not carried that traffic. Mr. Sergeant, 
of the Grand Trunk, said that any excess of 
the 4 per cent allotted to the Grand Trunk 
was carried by the National Dispatch Lin 
was mostly non-competitive business, an 
should not be considered in this settlement, 
He authorized the Commissioner to draw 
upon his company for the amount 
due from them necessary to equal- 
ize their balance from June 1, 1880, to 
March 31, 1883.
